“Many European makers, how- | 
ever, still use a relatively small mo- 
tor, with a low gear ratio and four 
speed transmissions. This results 
in gasoline economy, important in 
furope because of the high cost of 
motor fuel.

taxes in England; because taxes 
there are based on horse power. 

“These advantages, of course, are | 

obtained only at the expense of! 
frequent gear changing, necessary 
even on very slight grades. Such a 
gear arrangement naturally has 
its disadvantages, particularly in 
mountainous districts. I found our 
American cars, with their greater 
power reserve, very much in favor.’ 

Mr. Knudsen visited the Chev- | 

rolet assembly plants at London, | 
Copenhagen and Antwerp, and the| 
receiving plant at Hamburg, where | 
partially assembled cars are com-| 
pleted and tested before delivery. | 
A similar receiving plant is located 
at Barcelona. 

“The oldest European establish- 
ment of Chevrolet,” says Knudsen, 
“is less than two years old, but 
our sales in Europe for 1925 will 
total about 20,000 cars. Growing 
popularity will require a 100 per 
cent. increase in our European 
assembling facilities -within the

INSURANCE TO 
DROP 3 PER CENT. 


Care icceciged by Auto 
Owners Brings 
Reduction 


EW YORK, Dec. 10.— 
Notwithstanding the 
daily chronicling of deaths 
and injuries by automobiles, 
the thirty-one casualty insur- 
ance companies comprising 
the National Bureau of Cas- 
ualty and Surety Underwri- 
ters announced yesterday that 
owners of private passenger 
cars have exercised an 
amount of care and caution 
sufficient to warrant a reduc- 
tion over the entire United 
States of about 3 per cent. in 
premiums for public liability 
insurance. 

On the 1,600,000 cars insured 
by these companies, the owners 
pay annual premiums amount- 
ing to $50,000,000 for public lia- 
bility protection. The savings to 
these owners under the new rates 
will be $1,500,000. wy 

In making this announcement 
yesterday, Jesse S. Phillips, former 
superintendent of insurance of the 
state of New York, and now gen- 
eral manager and counsel of the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters, 120 West 42d 
St., said:— 

“These new rates for 1926 will 
be effective about the middle of 
January. They have been estab- 
lished after a very careful an- 
alysis of the experience for the 
four policy years 1921, 1922, 1923 
and 1924. The present rates for 
commercial cars and for public 
automobiles will continue un- 
changed. But there will be a 
reduction of about 12 per cent. 
in the rates charged to automo- 
bile dealers and to garage own- 
ers 

“While there will be a reduc- 
tion of about 3 per cent., taking 
the country as a whole, on private 
passenger cars, there are some 
calities where there has been some 
increase in rates,’ continued 
Phillips. “‘The current rate revision 
has demonstrated again that an in- 
dividual community may control 
its own insurance rate. In the final 
analysis, automobile premiums are 
directly affected by the frequency 
of accidents in a given community.

ductive’ and now returns about 
$150,000,000. 

The entire elimination of these 
|taxes could not be considered,” 
said Chairman Green, “in the view 
{of the majority of the committee, 
| as it would make the total reduc- 
} tion carried by the bill altogether 
too large.” 

Chairman Green explained that 
the committee recommends repeals 
of the tax on trucks “as being a 
tax on business,’ and also the so- 
called tax on “misfortune,” being 
the levy on tires, parts and ac- 
cessories, 

“It is proposed that the reduc- 
tion of tax on passenger cars,” he 
explained, ‘shall not take effect 
| until thirty days after the enact- 
| ment of the act in order to protect 
dealers who have cars in stock on 
that date in which respect they 
have reimbursed the manufacturer 
| for the tax at the 5 per cent. rate.” 








Chairman Green explained 
that section 204 of the bill pro- 
vides that the difference between 
the 5 per cent. tax and the 3 per 
cent. tax as proposed to be re- 
tained on passenger cars will be 
refunded to the manufacturer by 
the government in the case of 
all cars in the hands of dealers 
on the effective date of the tax 
reduction. 


“A right of action is given the

HITS LOS ANGELES 


New Car Sales Climb 
While Used Cars 
Pile Up 


Los Angeles, Dec. 10.—For sev- 
eral months, automobile buying has 
been running wild in Southern 
California, distributors offering to 
sell for 20 per cent. down and bal- 
ance in twenty-four months, show- 
ing big sales and percentage in- 
creases in registrations. 

Buyers have not asked the 
price, but only “how much down 
and how long?” As a consequence 

thousands have turned up their 
noses at “flivvers” and now drive 
closed cars of higher grade 
makes. 

All this time unsold used car 
stocks have been growing at an 
alarming rate, thus endangering if 
not the life at least the credit of 
not a few dealers. 

Los Angeles, which has hereto- 
fore been a legitimate credit com- 
munity, has so far thrown con- 
seryation to the winds in its auto- 
mobile buying that there are now 
said to be no less than 116 “finance 
companies’’ engaged in motor car 
“financing.”

Under the present cash sys- 
tem, in Most reputable places of 
business the customer is given a 
reasonable length of time in which 
to satisfy himself that the repair 
operations made on his car are 
satisfactory. If they are not, he 
can come back and demand that 
the work be done right.” 

“I would hate to be in the 
automobile business if it ever be- 
comes necessary to arrange for 
deferred payments on repairs,” 
said J. K. McKeough of the 
Nash-McKeough Motor Com- 
pany, Nash and Ajax distribu- 
tor.

LATEST CARRIER 
IN NORTHLAND 
IS SNOW MOTOR 


ON TREAL, D Dec. 10.— 

In Canada the vast ; 
northern areas where the 
snow lies deep a large part of 
the year have aroused the 
imagination only of trappers 
and of such men as Stefans- 
son. Stefansson has always 
been an enthusiast of the 
north country and has con- 
jured up pictures of fine pos- 
sibilities in the north, espe- 
cially in the provision of food 


supplies for the world. 


The big problem in the-past has 
Rail- 
| ways cannot operate through the 
Far North. Automibiles and horse- 
| drawn vehicles are equally futile. 

Now, however, automotive en- 

gineers are conquering the snow, 
and a group of men in Detroit 
is now producing a snow motor 
which, demonstrations have 
shown, rides as lightly and as 
rapidly over the snow as a trac- 
tor does over a gravel road. 
Concerning the snow motor, 
Stefansson says that it is cer- 
tain to speed up the colonization 
of the north land. He considers 
snow transportation to be of the 
greatest political and social sig- 
nificance to Canada. 

While snow transportation may 
play its part in the future in the 
widening of Canada’s habitable 
area it is of definite importance 
today for the pulp and paper, the 
lumbering and mining industries. 
Some hundreds of snow motors are 
going this year into Northern On- 
tarié and northern Quebec mining 
camps, into Quebec and New 
Brunswick lumbering areas, into 
northern Manitoba, into British 
Columbia, and elsewhere. 2

The alvan 
tage of one method over the othe 
is according to the temperament o 
the man—some temperaments are 
spurred on by the straight com- 
mission method, but are a bit slug- 
gish under the drawing account. 

A salesman is allowed a prospect 
list kept exclusive to him, which 
he himself has filed; he is protect- 
ed on it for about thirty days, but 
must during that period report on 
progress every week; he may keep 
his list exclusive for a longer time 
almost an indefinite time, provide 
he shows evidence that he is keep 
ing in close touch with it and keep 
ing interest alive, even though h 
does not sell to the prospect. Th 
salesman's own judgment wil 
eventually pass the name of a cus 
tomer whom he can’t sell on to th 
mailing list. The name will first 
stand on the active mailing list. 
and then later be put on the month- 
ly mailing list. 

The Oldsmobile Company be- 
lieves in bonuses at certain times 
of the year, and in contests; the 
latter have been found to bring 
good results in stirring up interest 
and making sales. It is the policy 
of the company that no limit is 
put on the earning power of a 
salesman; he encouraged and 
helped to make all that he pos- 
sibly can for himself.

The shortest letter ever re- 
ceived by the writer came from 
a man to whom a somewhat 
lengthy communication had been 
sent, outlining a proposed busi- 
ness proposition. 

He said: “Go ahead—let’s see 
what you can do.” 


The impression registered 
was that this man was abrupt, 
almost to the point of dis- 
courtesy. 


the writer met his 
correspondent and found him a 
mighty pleasant, affable and 
somewhat discoursive gentleman, 
not at all the character indicated 
by his letters. 


Here was a case of too much 
brevity in letters. This man’s 
letters gave the reader a wrong 
impression of himself. 


Afterward 


Yet brevity in letters is a point 
on which some business men are 
insistent. Brevity, especially in 
the selling letter, can be over- 
done. 

Experienced advertisers do 
not write exceedingly bricf let- 
ters, 


What would you think of the 
automobile salesman who would 
walk in on a prospect like this? 


“Want to buy a car?” 
“No.” 
Thanks. Goodby.’’ 

Out of 110 miscellaneous sell- 
ing letters studied in working 
out this article, thirty-three 
were fairly brief, consisting of 
three or four paragraphs (about 
enough material to half fill the 
usual business letter size—8&% 
by 11). 


Sixty-nine of the lot ran 
from five paragraphs up to 
seven and eight paragraphs. 
In some cases there was too 
much typed matter to crowd 
on to a single sheet. 


Only eight of the letters ran 
to a second or third page. Two 
of these, and they’re pretty good 
selling letters, at that, ran to four 
pages. 


The safest rule perbaps is 
that a selling letter should be 
long enough to put the entire 
message across, giving some 
detail regarding the product, 
but that all superfluous words. 
phrases and matter should be 
climinated. 


A good sales letter should 

1. Arouse the reader's interest 
and get him thinking about 
need for the product you have 
to sell. 

2. Give him news and selling 
points about your product. 

3. Arouse interest or the buy- 
ing instinct—at least make him 
curious. 

4. Show the prospect where 
and how he can secure the prod- 
uct and perhaps facilitate the 
sale by getting him to return a 
post card order or write a letter 
ordering the product or request- 
ing a sample or further informa- 
tion.

How can all that be done in a 
paragraph or two? 

No definite rules can be given as 
to length. It depends on the firm, 
the product, the sales message it is 
desired to transmit, the personality 
of the writer and many other fac- 
tors.
